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M N INSTITUTION maintained by public appropriations and 
operated under the guidance of an International Advisory 
Board, made up of leading Chambers of Commerce and commer- 
cial organizations throughout the United States and in many 
other countries. 

The object of the institution is to aid in the building up of 
the foreign trade of America. 

The requirements of foreign markets are closely studied and 
reported ; samples are secured of the most saleable articles, and 
at the same time of the products offered in return. Shipping and 
custom-house regulations, current prices, best routes of shipment, 
etc. , are fully reported. Merchants in all foreign countries are 
systematically investigated, direct and through intermediaries, 
with vSpecial reference to their fitness to undertake American 
business. 

This work of the Museum is undertaken for the benefit of 
American manufacturers and merchants, from whom correspond- 
ence and inquiries are welcomed. 



India. 

A market whose value is beginning to be appreciated by 
American manufacturers and merchants. 

The great Anglo-Indian Empire is composed of nine large provinces 
(Assam, Bengal, Benares, Bombay, Birman, Central Provinces, Madras, 
Northeast Provinces, Punjab) and about 250 districts. Besides there are 
more than 600 feudatory States, subject to the control of the Governor- 
General of India. The area is about 1,800,000 square miles, and the popula- 
tion close on 287,000,000. 

India possesses almost all climates — cold in the Himalaya, hot and tem- 
perate European climate in the mountains, tropical in Bengal, the Ganges, 
the Indus and the coast. 

No part of the world is better marked off by nature as a region by itself 
than India, exclusive of Burma. It is a region, indeed, full of coiitrasts in 
physical features and in climate, and one that has never been, strictly speak- 
ing, under one rule ; but the features that divide it as a whole from sur- 
rounding regions are too clear to be overlooked. On the north arid northeast 
the country may be said to be absolutely secure against attack. At a very 
remote period, some of the earliest inhabitants of India appear to have en- 
tered the country through the passes in the northeast. Still later, when- the 
country was fully settled, it seems to have been once or twice invaded by 
other northern passes ; but by modern armies against modern means of de- 
fense, India is on these sides almost unapproachable. It is the western 
frontier of India that is weakest on the land side. By the passes through 
these western mountains (Luldiman Mountains), all the great historical in- 
vasions of India have taken place. Even there, however, the passes are few 
and by no means easy. Within the mountains a vast plain, composed of 
recent alluvium, from about 150 to more than 300 miles in width, sweeps 
round from the delta of the Ganges and Brahmaputra in the east to that of 
the Indus in the west. The peninsular portion to the south of these plains 
is mainly made up of table-lands, varying in elevation for the most part from 
about 1500 to 2000 feet. In some places the elevation is below, in others 
above, these limits. On the west this table-land advances close up to the 
sea, and is bounded by the mountains called Western Ghdts ; but on the 
east its boundary is generally at a greater distance from the coast, and is 
more winding. The Southern Highlands begin with a hilly and broken re- 
gion, on the northwest of which the chain of the Ardvulli Hills looks down 
on the plains of Rdjputdna. The whole region to the south of these moun- 
tains is properly known as the Deccan — that is, "the South." 

All but a comparatively small area of the table-land is drained eastward 
into the Bay of Bengal. South of the Ganges basin, four rivers — ^the Mahd- 
nadi, Goddvari, Kistna or Krishna, and Cauvery, the last three of which take 
their rise on the eastern slopes of the Western Ghdts — drain five-sixths of 



the peninsula into the Bay of Bengal. Only two great rivers of the peninsula, 
the Narbadd and the Tapti, flow west into the Arabian Sea. 

Communication between the table-land and the seaports is not generally 
easy ; it is especially difficult on the west side, where the Ghdts have to be 
ascended within a short distance, and there is no river navigable across that 
barrier. Few of the railways already laid in this part of India follow the 
valleys of the chief rivers for any great part of their course. Those which 
have been Constructed have been in certain places expensive to build, and 
are still in places expensive to work. Before their construction many fertile 
parts of the interior had very imperfect means of communication with the 
coast. 

Agriculture. 

India is essentially an agricultural country. At the census of 1881 the 
number of persons directly supported by agriculture made up more than 
seven-tenths of the male inhabitants engaged in specific occupations. The 
crops that may be described as universal in India are millets, chiefly the 
great millet or jodr, the spiked millet or bdjra, and (especially in the north- 
ern part of the table-land) ragi, the principal small millet ; pulsus, oil- 
seeds, sesame, linseed, castor-oil, mustard, and different kinds of rape., Rice 
is the characteristic grain crop of the -best-watered plains, not only in India, 
but throughout the monsoon region of Asia. Certain varieties, known as 
upland or hill rice, thrive on a drier soil, and in India often ascend to an 
altitude of 8,000 feet. Opium cultivation has its chief seats in the valley of 
the Ganges round Patna and Benares, and in Central India in the region cor- 
responding to the old Kingdom of Malwa. Cotton is mainly grown on the 
table-land, and above all, in those fertile regions covered with regar, a soil 
so well adapted to this crop as to be known as the black cotton soil. There 
is, however, no part of India with a moderate rainfall in which cotton is not 
extensively grown. Equally wide is the area over which the cultivation of 
sugar cane, indigo, and tobacco is distributed ; though even the most exten- 
sively grown of these three (sugar cane) does not occupy altogether one-fifth 
of the area under cotton. The sugar made from native cane or the sap of 
palms (almost entirely in the imperfectly refined form) is much below what 
is required for home consumption, so that there is a large import of this 
commodity — chiefly in the form of refined sugar. Sugar cane is most 
largely cultivated in the Ganges basin and the north of the Punjab. Indigo 
is most abundantly produced in the northern plains and in certain districts 
of Madras. Jute is a product of Bengal ; tea, of Assam and the Himalayas ; 
coffee, of the eastern, and therefore drier, slopes of the Western Ghdts ; 
cinchona, of plantations on the Nilgiri Hills and the Himalayas ; pepper, of 
the mountains in the south. Silk may also be mentioned among the agri- 
cultural products of India, as far as it is obtained from silk-moths reared on 
mulberry trees planted (chiefly in Bengal) for the purpose ; but a large pro- 
portion of Indian raw silk is obtained from '* wild " moths in the hill forests 
of Assam, Western Bengal, and the Central Provinces. The great cattle- 
rearing region of India is a belt extending from Cutch through Eastern 
Rdjputdna and the Punjab of Kashmir, a belt in which the rainfall is not so 



excessive as to wash away all the saline constituents which are found to be 
so essential to the health of cattle. Cattle are the chief beasts of burden 
and draught in the greater part of India. 

Mineral Wealth. 

The mineral wealth of India is tolerably abundant, but there are obstacles 
to its development in the face of foreign competition. There are some ex- 
tensive and numerous small coal fields. The production of coal in India is 
rapidly increasing. In the period 1880 to 1891 it increased from 998,000 to 
2,329,000 tons. In 1897 it amounted tfo 3,848,013 tons. The region that 
produces the greatest quantity of coal in India is the southern part of Bengal, 
to the west of the Ganges. Iron ore is widely scattered over the country, 
and, with the profuse employment of charcoal, the best material for smelt- 
ing, the natives make iron of excellent quality; but in the districts most 
accessible to foreign commerce this expensive mode of working has been 
almost extinguished in consequence of the import of European iron and iron- 
wares. Among other Indian minerals of importance is gold (in Mysore, in 
Madras, and in Chutid Nagpur). The AravuUi Mountains contain granites, 
syenites, white and colored marbles. Diamonds are found in Djemma and 
Pannah. Petroleimi was produced to the amount of 15,057,094 gallons. The 
output of salt amounted to 1,026,774 tons. 

Forest Wealth. 

India has given to the world the most conspicuous example of a national 
forest policy adopted over a vast area. It is not, like Europe, a forest- 
producing country throughout; and, while its tropical and sub-tropical 
climate differs widely from our own, we can pick out climate parallels 
between portions of India and of the United States more readily than we 
can between the United States and Europe. India contains evergreen forests 
.of g^eat density and luxuriance, and large areas like our own great interior 
plain, where no natural forest growth can exist, and between these extremes 
we find every variety of condition in regard to water supply, evaporation, etc.

Manufactures. 

Not only in metal-working, but also in various other branches of manu- 
facture, the Indian handicrafts have suffered greatly from European compe- 
tition and the introduction into India of European methods of production. 
Cheap Manchester cottons, and, more recently, the products of the native 
cotton factories, have told heavily on the old hand spinning and weaving. 
Even the fine muslins of Dacca (Bengal) and Madras, for which India has 
long been celebrated, have almost become a thing of the past. Cotton mills, 



chiefly for the spinning of yarn, are now to be seen in all parts of India; but 
the great majority are in the presidency of Bombay, and more particularly 
in the city of Bombay, where nearly two-thirds of the raw cotton made use 
of in Indian mills is worked up. Silk factories worked by steam have been 
started at Bombay, and jute factories have long been worked with success in 
Bengal. The manufacture of leather from native hides and skins by means 
of native tanning materials is also to be included among the rapidly growing 
industries of India carried on by European methods on a large scale. In the 
making of various articles of luxury and art Indian artisans- still excel. 
Cashmere shawls are still made, both in Kashmir and the Punjab. Rich 
figured silks are made in many towns. Indian carpets and rugs are articles 
of export, and so are also a variety of articles skillfully wrought in ivory, 
gold and silver, copper and brass. 

Railways. 

Railway construction in India has gone on at a fairly regular rate from 
year to year since 1883, and much more rapidly than it did prior to that date. 
Beginning in 1853, there were less than a thousand miles in i860,, about 2200 
in 1864, 4000 in 1868, 8200 in 1878, and 10,500 in 1883. At the close of the 
fiscal year, March 31, 1897, there were 20,391 miles open, an average increase 
of 760 miles per year since 1883. In the last fiscal year 714 miles were 
opened, and the mileage now is nearly the same as that of the United King- 
dom. British India, however, has 1,800,000 square miles of area and about 
287,000,000 inhabitants, Great Britain only 121,500 square miles and 38,000,000 
inhabitants, so that the two territories as field for traffic are very unlike. 
Many new lines are projected in India, among which that from Calcutta to 
Karachi via Sini, Katri, Bina and Balotra is of great importance to the fur- 
ther development of this vast Empire. 

The budget of India provides for the expenditure during the present year, 
(April 30, 1898, to May i, 1899) of 108,369.000 rupees (one rupee equals 23.3 
cents at the present rate of exchange ) by the British Government in railway 
construction in India. The lines to be constructed are divided under four 
heads, the following amounts being appropriated :

Thus the total amount to be expended during the present fiscal year 
makes a grand total of 131,976,000 rupees, or $31,000,000. 

The Chambers of Commerce all over the country are demanding the 
construction of new lines, and those who are commercially interested in the 
northwestern districts have made a request for the immediate construction 
of a direct line from Calcutta to Kurrachee, to be the first section of a through 
all-rail line from Calcutta to Port Said, as already mentioned above. Many 
who are interested in the commercial development of India do not despair of 
seeing a railway constructed across Northern Arabia some day. The com- 
pletion of such a project would make it possible to go from Calcutta to 
London in ten days. 

The gauges of the Indian railways are as follows: 5 feet 6 inches, 3 feet 
3^ inches, 2 feet 6 inches, and 2 feet. 

Most of the locomotives in the use of the East Indian Railway are built 
by Dubs & Co., Glasgow, and Neilson & Co., of Glasgow, Scotland. The 
following table gives a description of these locomotives :

Fifty locomotives of this class were placed on the line in 1893 and 1894. 
It speaks well for these locomotives that the average mileage of the whole 
class since they have been placed on the line has been 39,225 miles per year, 
and the maximum mileage of any one locomotive of the class since it com- 
menced work is 184,201 miles. The average cost of the repairs of each of 
the locomotives of this class has been 488 rupees per annum. 

There are also many mountain railways in India, of which the Nilgiri 
Railway is one of the most important. The permanent way consists of flat- 
footed rails weighing 50 pounds per yard, laid on wooden sleepers which 
measure 6^x 6/^x. 6/^. They are laid 2^ 6 11-16^^ apart, or 21 12 to the mile, and 
the rails are laid on them without the interposition of bearing plates, a cant 
of I in 20 being carefully adzed on the sleeper for the rail seat. The rail 
joints are connected by two heavy flanged fish-plates weighing 20 pounds 
each, with six holes for }i^^ fish-bolts. The spikes are 5j4^^xH^^i weighing 
about one pound each, two being used on each intermediate sleeper and three 
0:2 the sleepers supporting the joints. The rack portion of the permanent 
way consists of cast iron brackets securely bolted to the sleepers by two 
J/^^^ fang bolts, and to the brackets is bolted a double line of rack bars 
lo'' 2j4^^ long, stamped out of steel 4.y^xj4^^ in section. 

The locomotives, of which four have been received, are tank engines 
built by Beyer, Peacock & Co., of Manchester, and the following particulars 
concerning them will probably be found interesting :

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The locomotives, which, by the way, have been christened '" Panther,*' 
'* lyeopard," " Tiger " and '* I^ion" respectively, are beautifully finished, and 
experience with them has proved that they are quite capable of taking their 
full loads up a grade of i in 40 ; but an equally good result has not been ob- 
tained up to the present on the rack portion of the line. The steam pressure 
drops very rapidly when the rack cylinders are put in motion. This result is 
probably due to want of experience in working the new class of engine, and 
improvement may safely be looked for when it is better understood. The 
rolling stock on the line has all been built complete, including all woodwork 
and upholstering, in England, at a cost of ;f 920, ^800 and jCSJo for each first, 
second and third-class vehicle. The carriages are run on two four-wheeled 
bogies, and are fitted with vacuum and hand^brake on all wheels. They 
weigh II to 12 tons each, and have accommodation for as many passengers 
as a broad-gauge carriage. The goods trucks weigh 5j4 tons, and are built 
to carry 22 tons each. They are fitted with a hand-brake on all the wheels 
of their two bogies, and besides they have a special rack brake. It will be 
noticed from the description of the locomotives and rolling stock that very 
special precautions have been taken to fit them with sufficient brake power 
to insure safe working. 

India's Foreign Trade. 

The great bulk of the foreign commerce of India is carried on by sea, 
and the rapid growth of this commerce in recent years is shown by the fol- 
lowing figures, giving for the whole of British India, including Burma, at 
the average rate of exchange for each year, the average value of the imports 
and exports of merchandise, including government stores, but excluding 
com and bullion:

In recent years raw cotton (136,000,000), opium (|26,ooo,ooo), rice and 
oil -seeds have formed half the value of the sea-borne exports of British 
India, including Burma. Among the other leading exports are wheat, jute, 
hides and skins, indigo and tea. Cotton manufactures, including yam, 
make up nearly half the value of the imports. 

During the year 1896-97 there were imported into British India 1,222,- 
920,000 yards of gray unbleached goods, 414,154,000 yards of white bleached, 
and 339,916,000 yards of colored, printed and dyed. 

The proportion of piece goods received from the United Kingdom was: 
Gray piece goods, 99.5 per cent.; white, 99.1; and colored, 97.9 per cent. 
The trifling quantity not received from that country was mainly from the 
Continent and the United States. 

Besides the three great claisses of piece goods — gray, white and colored 
— ^referred to above, the other kinds of cotton manufactures imported are 
chiefly handkerchiefs and shawls in the piece, lace and patent net, hosiery 
and sewing thread. 

When it is considered that there are nearly 290,000,000 people in India, 
whose principal clothing is cotton, the possibilities for extension of trade are

obvious. American goods have a good reputation there, being made from a 
superior quality of cotton, and with competent active agents in the field to 
ascertain just the styles of goods required, there is no doubt that our manu- 
facturers would successfully compete with those of the United Kingdom, 
who now practically control the market. 

Among the other leading imports of ordinary merchandise are metals, 
railway materials, machinery and millwork. These imports are considerably 
and steadily increasing. Great Britain, Germany and Belgium are the lead- 
ing importers ; our share in this trade is as unimportant as in almost any 
other item of the Indian imports. In 1896-97 India imported from:

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The total imports of machinery into India in 1894-95 were valued at 
$7,246,000, and at $9,416,400 in 1895-96. How very unimportant is our share 
in these large importations may be seen from the following figures, repre- 
senting our total exports of machinery to British India:

It appears that the Belgian trade with India la^eatly exceeds that of the 
United Kingdom in iron and steel bars, angle, bolt and rod iron, plates and 
sheets and nails, screws and rivets of iron, also in undescribed sorts of steel, 
and that steel plates and sheets of Belgian manufacture are running English 
plates and sheets a close race. On the other hand, it may be said that the 
English trade has more or less a practical monopoly of galvanized iron, iron 
and steel hooping, iron pipes and tubes and tinned plates. The inferences 
are subject, however, to the qualification that it is not certain that the articles 
imported from England are always of English origin. Indeed, it is known 
that they are to some extent of Belgian manufacture, but to what extent 
cannot be stated with any precision. It may be added that bars, angles and 
rods are the principal forms in which iron reaches India from Sweden; but 
here also the figures do not enable us to see the full extent of the trade in 
Swedish iron, of which some is imported indirectly through England. 

The description of each of the above-mentioned metals, which are most 
largely imported into India, is shown by the figures for last year (1896-97) 
here appended :

The best idea about the striking insignificance of our iron, steel and 
machinery exports to India can be formed by comparing the following figures, 
^which represent our total exports to India, with the above-given total imports 
of the country.

Great Britain and Germany, the two great European factors we have 
principally to deal with in all our international commercial intercourse, have 
for a certain time openly recognized that the United States has become a 
most formidable competitor in the world's market. They must acknowledge 
the great advantages our country enjoys in the natural resources upon which 
our flourishing industries have been built up. Coal, iron and petroleum are 
plentiful in the United States. American ingenuity has developed a machine 
and iron industry which has no equal in any country. It is surprising that, 
while our exports to thege highly developed industrial States, Great Britain 
and Germany, are increasing considerably year by year, our share in the 
imports of many other countries, which depend almost entirely upon impor- 
tation, is strikingly unimportant. 

Great Britain stands far and away at the top of the Indian import trade, 
claiming fully 70 per cent. 

The following table shows, for the year 1895-96, the percentage in the 
import trade of India for the different countries :

American Trade with India. 

There are now two direct steamship lines, whose steamers are regularly 
plying (via Suez Canal) between New York and India. 

This direct communication should afford greater facilities to the develop- 
ment of our Indian trade. While for many years Great Britain has monopo- 
lized this trade, during the past few years Belgium and Germany have 
recognized the great value of this important market, and the exports of these 
two countries to India are assuming large proportions. 

Among the many American articles which doubtless could largely be 
sold to advantage in the Indian market may specially be named: 
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Agricultural machinery and implements, especially those adapted for 
tropical agriculture; cotton gins, of which large quantities are imported, 
chiefly from Great Britain; industrial machinery for the manufacture of 
tobacco, paper, leather; textile machinery, particularly cotton; railway ma- 
terial and rolling stock; cast and wrought iron pipes and tubes; all kinds of 
steam fittings, especially valves, injectors, etc. ; cutlery, firearms, clocks and 
watches, bicycles, typewriting machines, cash registers, refrigerating machin- 
ery and refrigerators (largely imported from Great Britain), plated ware, 
wood-working machinery and saws, tools (hammers, files, rasps, chisels), 
nails, galvanized iron sheets, wire and wire fencing, buildeiis' hardware, 
sewing machines, musical instruments, "knocked down ". furniture, . iron 
and brass bedsteads, candles, food products, liquors and spirits, confection- 
ery, chemicals, pharmaceuticals, patent medicines, umbrellas, hats, gloves, 
crockery and glassware, cleaning and dyeing apparatus (for which there is a 
great demand), cream-separators, electric machinery and appliances, laundry 
machinery, rubber goods, toilet and fancy soaps, perfumeries, lamps and 
chandeliers, etc. 

The golden age of monopolies for Great Britain has gone. In her own 
territories growing competition is felt. Although at present trade conditions 
in India are far from being critical to England — for, as shown above, she 
still claims 70 per cent, of the total imports — new competitors appear day 
by day, and the United States should exert herself to the utmost to get her 
share of this important trade. 

Principal Commercial Centres. 

India abounds in large cities. Calcutta, with 810,000 inhabitants, and 
Bombay, with 850,000, are the principal seaports and chief commercial 
centres. Madras has a population of close on 460,000. Other important 
towns are Hyderabad (with 415,000 inhabitants), I^ucknow (with 275,000), 
Benares (220,000), Rangoon (180,000), Lahore (180,000), Cawnpur (190,000), 
Delhi ( 190,000 ; here is an irrigation canal of a length of 120 miles),. Banga- 
lore (180,000), Allahabad (175,000), Jeypore (160,000), Amritsar (152,000), 
Bareli (125,000), Baroda (120,000), Karachi (110,000), Surat (110,000). 

Business Methods in India. 

Orders for goods are generally taken by representatives of manufacturers 
from native merchants by means of indents. The original, with the signa- 
ture of the merchant, is retained, and an exact copy is forwarded to the 
manufacturer or house which fills the order. These indents contain, among 
other formal matter, the following binding statements and agreements: 
I. The exact quantity of the ordered goods. 2. The designation of quality. 
3. Specifications concerning packing. 4. The price in English, seldom in 
other, money. 5. Delivery or shipment. 6. Special agreements concerning 
payment. 

The exact observance of the above points is of great importance. A 
larger quantity than that ordered gives the native merchant an opportunity 
to raise objections just the same as the sending of a smaller quantity. 
Orders are made from samples, and it is necessary that orders should be filled 
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exactly in accordance with the same. The slightest departure from this 
rule may cause the goods to be unsalable, or at least to entail disadvantage 
and loss. Nor is it desirable that a better quality should be sent than the 
sample calls for, as the purchaser does not wish an3rthing except what he has 
ordered. Too much care cannot be given to the packing of goods. They 
should be put up the same way in succeeding orders. For example, articles 
which have previously been sold in blue wrapping paper must not be for- 
warded in .white or any other colored wrapper. ' The majority of the pur- 
chasers in the interior of the country can neither read nor write, and can 
judge only from the appearance of the goods whether they are getting what 
they have ordered. Outside packing should also be carefully attended to, 
in view of the long journey before goods reach their destination, and cases 
should be strongly made and protected with iron bands. It should also be 
borne in mind that the agreed-upon price may become the subject of a claim 
for a rebate on goods ordered, if the value of the rupee has fallen between 
the time of the order and time of delivery, thereby obliging the native 
merchant to pay so many rupees mor^. Punctuality in the delivery of goods 
is another essential point. Delay in this respect may make goods, if not 
entirely unsalable, at least unsalable for the season, and thus entail losses. 

While the strict observance of the terms of the indent will enable busi- 
ness to be transacted without any special difficulty, yet it is of great advan- 
tage to have an energetic, capable and trustworthy representative on 
the spot. 

The best way to introduce American goods successfully into the Indian 
market would, of course, be by means of traveling salesmen thoroughly 
versed in their work. It cannot too often be brought to the mind of our 
manufacturers that in this way our European competitors have conquered 
such a large share of the international trade. Especially for the purpose of 
establishing first connections should travelers be sent out. There is no 
doubt that this would pay. Egypt could be visited on the same trip. The 
steamers stop at Alexandria. The Egyptian market offers also many oppor- 
tunities for American merchants. If a single manufacturer does not care to 
pay the whole expenses for such a journey, several should co-operate. It 
should be remembered, however, that British and German travelers, as a 
general rule, represent only one single firm. It is clear that a man handling 
only one single line can pay far more attention to his goods and the interests 
of his employer than a traveler who represents a syndicate of different 
interests. 

Should it be out of the question to dispatch a man to the spot, then the 
next best way to gain a foothold would be, as already mentioned, the estab- 
lishment of reliable and responsible agencies in the principal business 
centres of India, Bombay; Calcutta and Madras would probably be the best 
places. Great care should be taken in the selection of an agent. The 
manufacturer should make use of all the sources of information open to him. 
There are numerous European firms in India which doubtless would take up 
an American agency, although it may be preferable to have an American on 
the spot. Such a representative should have the tact and ability to meet 
and overcome in a pleasant manner, and without recourse to expensive 
methods, all differences arising with the native merchants. In cases of

dispute which cannot be amicably adjusted it is the custom for each side to 
select a surveyor. If these cannot agree they are empowered to select an 
umpire, whose decision is final. Thus it happens that a recourse to the law 
courts is seldom had. 

The representative or agent of a foreign house doing business in India 
works on commission, and frequently also receives an extra percentage for 
guaranteeing his sales and making collections for goods sold. 

Special permission from the authorities is not necessary to begin 
business, nor need any notice be given. 

Payment and Settlement of Disputes. 

As regards payments, the sellers draw on the buyers at thirty days, with 
the following documents attached thereto : 

First — Copy of the invoice. 
Second — Bill of lading. 
Third — Insurance policy. 

This draft is accepted on presentation and payable before or at maturity, 
against remittance of documents on change at sight on London. This con- 
dition enables the sellers to remain in possession of the merchandise until 
the draft has been paid. 

The usual method of procedure is as follows : When the banker in India 
receives from his correspondent the seller's documentary draft, he immedi- 
ately sends it to the buyer, who must return it within twenty-four hours 
duly accepted. The banker still retains the other documents. On the 
arrival of the steamer, the bank informs the buyer, who either pays the 
draft immediately or on maturity; occasionally he obtains an* additional 
grace of about fifteen days. In general the buyers pay on the arrival of the 
vessel in order to escape the high expenses; in this case the documents are 
delivered to them at once. Still the buyer who pays for his goods before 
seeing them must have a guarantee that the goods are as represented and 
that all his instructions have been observed. This guarantee he possesses by 
the manufacturer agreeing to compensate him, should occasion arise, to the 
amount stipulated by the ' ' Survey Report. ' ' The examination of the mer- 
chandise takes place wnthin eight days from their receipt; it is made by two 
European merchants, members of the Chamber of Commerce, one appointed 
by the buyer and one by the sellers or their agents. The decision of the 
arbitrators must be recognized in full, otherwise the recalcitrant's career is 
ended, as all buyers would be informed of the fact within eight days. 

Banking and Currency. 

Banking facilities in India are, as a rule, very good. In all large cities 
there are several large banking firms, most of them having their correspond- 
ents in the United States. In Bombay, for instance, there are about twenty 
banks, the leading ones among them being The Chartered Bank of India, 
Australia and China ; The Mercantile Bank of India, Ltd. ; The National 
Bank of India, Ltd.; Credit Lyonnais ; Bank of Bombay ; Bank of Bengal, 
and others. Calcutta has about twenty-five important banks. The leading 
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ones are : The Chartered Bank of India, Australia and China ; The Mercan- 
tile Bank of India, Ltd. ; Bank of Calcutta ; Credit Lyonnais ; The National 
Bank of India ; Bank of China, Japan and The Straits ; Land Mortgage 
Bank of India ; King, Hamilton & Co., and others. 

The currency of India is based on a silver standard. The money of 
account is the rupee, which is divided into i6 annas. Down to 1873 the 
value of the rupee was not much under 48 cents, and rupees were generally 
converted at the rate of ten to the £1 ; but since that date, in consequence of 
the fall of the price of silver, the value of the rupee has pretty steadily 
declined. On January i, 1898, the value of a rupee was 20 i-io cents, and 
on April i, 1898, 19 i -10 cents. 

Friendly Suggestions from India. 

While India is a British possession and its trade largely in British hands, 
it is by no means averse to trading with other than British firms. Any article 
of American manufacture must win its way, but it will encounter no unrea- 
sonable opposition. The following letter from a prominent mercantile firm 
in Calcutta fairly reflects the prevalent spirit : 

"Hitherto we have done our importing mainly from England. The 
public here for the most part prefer English goods. We shall, however, be 
very happy to try to introduce American goods in this country, as from ex- 
perience we know that many things produced in your country are superior 
to those produced in England. With direct steamer communication between 
the two countries, American goods will be more easily introduced, and we 
are quite disposed to take on a good line of American agencies. 

' ' Certain classes of American ^oods, if properly pushed, will sell largely 
in the end ; but there is the initial difficulty of layinjg; out large sums of 
money for their purchase, with the chance of uncertain sale. India is a 
good market, but it must be approached just like a new market at home. 
These difficulties will be overcome if America will meet us half-way. 

' * Your countrymen should be reminded that shipping documents should 
always arrive with or before the goods themselves. No one can be expected 
to give proper attention to a bill of goods unless notified of their arrival. It 
may seem a trivial thing to mention that enough postage stamps should be 
put on all mail matter ; but we have often to pay out money for advertising 
matter sent with insufficient postage. 

"Your shippers should always remember that the Merchandise Marks 
Act is in force in India, and that all cases or outside packages should be 
marked with the country of origin. In your case it should be ' Made in 
America.' " 

A well-known house in Bombay writes: 

* * We are disposed to do what we can towards promoting mutual com- 
merce. In fact we are already in communication with some of the American 
manufacturers, and their offers are receiving our best consideration. 

* * It would facilitate business very much were the American makers to 
quote in British or Indian currency (pounds sterling or rupees), as we are 
not used to dollars and cents. This would show at a glance how matters 
stand. We beg to draw your attention to this point. 

' ' There is another drawback which retards the trade. American 
makers, unlike their English rivals, are not enterprising enough to send 
small consignments of their goods to well-known and trustworthy houses in 
India, but solicit trial orders which the latter are not anxious enough to 
place with them. This is our regretful experience, and we invite your 
especial attention to it in the interest of American trade." 
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An Open Door. 

It should be remembered that there are no discriminating duties against 
us; our goods enter the Indian market at the same rates as those from 
Great Britain. 

India is a wide field for the sale of American manufactures in competi- 
tion with those of England and the Continent, and it only requires intelli- 
gent, energetic efforts on the part of our manufacturers to secure a good 
share of the business.
